Col. Wharton’s Note. 

We publish this morning a note from 
Mr. District Attorney Waartron, which 
calls attention to the very common error 
of associating Judge BALLARD with the 
bringing of cases in the Federal Court. In 
respect to the editorial article referred to 
by Col. WHARTON, we have to say that we 
did not mark the distinction in question 
because we were speaking of Jud 
BALLARD in a general way as the head of 
the Federal judicial fabric in Kentucky. 
There is not the least doubt that all our 
troubles are aggravated by the conflict 
which exists between the courts of the 
United States and our local courts, and we 
think there is as little doubt that this con- 
flict could be greatly modified by wisdom 
on the part of {tate and Federal 
officials. Colonel WHARTON asks us to 
aid him by the influence which 
is exerted upon the people through 
the press to prosecute and so to suppress 
lawlessness, and he promises to disregard 
party feeling of every description in the 
discharge of his duties. Those duties are 
certainly delicate and peculiar. They are 
made still more so by the conditions which 
surround our people: Therefore especial 
caution and especial elevation of purpose 
are indispensable to their just per- 
formance. Criminals of every class 
should be brought to trial. But the trials 
should be fair, and free of excited feeling. 
Unfortunately, the conflict between the 
local and the Federal courts has raised up 
a strong prejudice among the people 
a ainst the latter? Unfortunately, the 
people cannot see the working 
of the Federal courts. Unfor- 
tunately, they feel only the sharp edge of 
the Federal law. In other words, the 
National Government is known to be an 
enemy of the Kentucky government, and 
vice versa, all the result of the mistaken 
policy of the party in power. These 
drawbacks to justice may nat be set 
aside. But their bad effects may be con- 
siderably diminished by the moderation on 
the part of State and Federal officials, and 
the purpose of our article was to impress 
this upon all alike, for all are Keniack- 
ians, men of charaeter and responsibility, 
who can not afford to muddy the stream 
of liberty and prosperity which finds its 
source in our courts of law and flows thence 
outward over every public and private in- 
terest.

The Louisville and Portland Canal. 

The Louisville and Portland canal, com- 
plet od in 18 0, was found insufflcient for 
the demands of modern commerce on the 
Western rivers. The material progress of 
the couniry in thirty years, and the great 
improvement and extension of the cities 
in the Mississippi valley, demanded an 
ample passage around the falls of the Ohio. 
In 1860, Cincinnati found it ditficult to 
send her large boats below Louisville, and 
Pittsburgh and other up-river cities could 
not conveniently trade with the South- 
western country. Great fleets of coal- 
barges would be stopped at Louisville un- 
til a rise in the river would permit thém to 
go over the falls, and in the meantime the 
lower country was suffering for its coal. 
It wasa great impediment to commerce, 
and the old canal company, of which 
JAMES GUTHRIE was president, undertook 
to enlarge and improve it in 1860. They 
soon found it a task beyond the limits of 
their capital, and overtures were made to 
the General Government to appropriate to- 
ward the completion of the work, in virtue 
of its national importance, and 
with such success that the Govera- 
ment promised its aid, andin 1867 sent 
Gen. G. WEITZEL, a distinguished ‘engineer 
of the United States service, to supervise 
and direct the improvement of the canal 
and the adjoining falls. General WEITZEL 
immediately let out the work on contract, 
placing his estimate of cost at $1,243,500. 
The water was drawn from the canal, each 
end of which was dammed up, and the 
old bed soon became a scene of great ac- 
tivity. Along the whole distance of over 
two miles, or 11,000 feet, workmen could 
be constantly seen, often night and day, in 
squads, working like bees. There were no 
idle men among them; drones were ordered 
“‘up the bank,” which was equivalent to a 
discharge. The influence of an idle or 
evil-disposed man was feared, and he was 
immediately discharged. 

Thus good workmen were kept in the 
canal and a busy scene always presented. 
The bed of the old canal was widened 
twenty-six feet from the former width 
of fifty-nine feet, by blasting away the 
limestone rock, from the eastern or upper 
terminus down to a point two hundred 
yards above the old locks, near the mouth 
of the old canal, whence the canal, as im- 
proved, passes through the ‘‘new branch,” 
at an angle of about thirty degrees from 
the line or direction of the old canal, to 
the river, three hundred yards below the 
mouth of the former Canal. 

In September, 1862, the magnificent 
locks at the mouth of the new branch“ 
and at the mouth of the canal were 
planned by TuzoporE R. Scowokx, the 
chief engineer of the old canal company, 
who immediately proceeded to construct 
them. He procured a handsome brown 
sandstone at Cannelton, Ind., with which 
he built the walls, and by November, 
1865, he completed them. He also 
built the walls of the upper guard- 
Fates, between the foot of Tenth and of 
Eleventh streets. In 1867, before the gates 


as we have said, under took the improve- 
ment,and enlargement of the canal. 
Notwithstanding the natural difficulties 
he has encountered, and, at times, the 
want of means, he has prosecuted his work 
with vigor, and between the 16th and15th 
of this month will have accomplished one 
of the most difficult enterprises of the day, 
and placed the canal in a condition suitable 
for the passage of the largest steamboats. 
He received the first appropriation of 
$85,000 from Congress in 1868, and the 
work was continued with increased vigor. 
He constructed three basins, or passing 
points, at places along the route, one 
above the railroad-bridge which, spans 
the canal at the foot of Four- 
teenth street, another below Elin-tree 
Garden, and the third just at the head of 
the locks in the new branch“ of the canal,

from the falls and direct it around to the 
mouth of the canal where it will deepen 


the channel. No boat can hereafter. 


pass north of the Sand island except 
in very high water. At the present mo- 
ment General WEITZEL is awaiting a fifth 
appropriation of $309,000, which he has 
asked for to complete the northern 
wall. The wall of the old canal will 
last for some time, however, and General 
WEITZEL wishes the last appropriation only 
in order to erect a stronger one. 

If the reader will take the trouble, he 
will see that this last appropriation, added 
to the sum ot the previous four made by 
Congress, will not equal the original esti- 
mate of General WeirzeL—§¢1,248,500—by 
$19,700, and it is but simple justice for 
Congress to appropriate the sum for which 
General WTI. has asked. Bore & 
Roach, contractors for completing the 
outlet into the river below the new locks, 
are vigorously prosecuting their work, 
and, it is expected, will have 
it done at the appointed time. 
BWIN & MoKenzif, J. C. Dennis and 
Cant. Sam. Black have completed their 
blasting in the enlargement of the old 
canal and are now clecning up the rubbish. 
General WE rl has placed the several 
guard gates and the guten at the locks, 
with the working machinery, in position, 
and completed the large-t and most per- 
fect locks in the countr;. The Utica locks 
are not as large or as symmetrical er beauti- 
ful. There are two locks in the Louisville 
and Portland canal, admitting the largest 
size steamboats, Co in lengih and 80 feet 
in width. Thesetwo locks, with lifts of 
twelve and fourieen feet respectively, 
overcome the same fall in the river or 
twenty-six feet for which three were used 
in the old canal. It may be pleasing to 
the uninitiated reader to know how 
boats pass through the locks, and 
we will attempt to tell bim. At 
the bottom of the separate gates, 
below the surface of the water, are small - 


er gates, which can be opencd at the di- 


rection of the gate-keeper, thus permitting 
the water to pes throuch them, or be 
closed and the flow of water obstructed. 
A boat steams down the level water in the 
canal as on the placid bosom of a sna'l 
lake, and at the firsi lock-gates floats four- 
teen feet above the level of the water in 
the first lock. Then the smaller gates are 
opened, and, the water passing through, the 
water in that lock is coon ona level with 
the boat. The large gates are then opened 
and she steams into the first lock. The 
large gates are then closed, the 
smaller gates below the surface shut up, 
and the boat floats twelve fest above 
the water in the second or 
westernmost lock. The same process 
is repeated with the other gates, 
and the boat soon passes into the river be- 
low. The process is similar when a boat 
is to enter the western end of the canal. 
She only is raised instead of let down. It 
isa very unique arrangement, and another 
evidence of the ability of man to over- 
come a fall of almost any magnitude. Of 
course the size of the locks will be propor- 
tioned to the extent of the fall. In this 
connection we may state that the general 
government, in addition to enlarging the 
canal, is now construc.ing an outer high- 
water passage or channel for si2amboats, 
above the railroad bridge, through which, 
when the river is too high#@padmit of boats 
passing under the bridge in the In- 
dian or middle chute, or too high 
for the gates in the locks, steim- 
boats may pass under the northern end of 
the draw, the southern end of which spans 
the canal, and thence may pass to the main 
channel below. 

These various improvements have been 
suggested and constructed by General 
WEITZEL, and he has placed his name 
among those of the greatest engineers of 
the day. He has encountered difficulties 
innumerable, but has mastered them. The

The Art Treasures of the Louvre. 

The lovers of art in Europe breathe more 
freely since it has become known that the 
art treasures of the Louvre, ‘at least the 
principal pictures, have once more been 
restored to their accustomed places, and 
every one can satisfy himself in pre ria 
persona that they still exist. Although it 
was authoritatively stated more than onc? 
that the most valuable gems of this un- 
rivaled art gallery were removed to a 
place of safety even before the Germans 
encircled the city, many persons still dis- 
believed this statement, and a great deal of 
anxiety was manifested in regard to this 
irreparable loss. But how they have all 
been returned from Brest, their place of con- 
cealnient during the Franeo-German war 
and the subsequent insurrection of Paris, 
and displayed again in their old places. All 
the paintings of Rapnar. (13), of Correc 
10 (3), LEonaRDO DA Vinci (9), TiTIANo 
(18), Pau. Veronesg (13), Pervaino (0, 
Grorerso (4), in short, all the works of 
the great masters of painting contained 
in the famous gallery of the Louvre, 
have been preserved. Only the works 
of minor artists seem to have suffered, 
and even the famous Apollo gallery, 
noted for its splendid Gobelins tape - 
try, which was reported to be entirely 
destroyed, is announced to be in a fair way 
of restoration, So much the better. We 
have had so little occasion to praise the 
foresight and prudence of the French au- 
thorities in the last fifteen months that we 
iadly embrace the opportunity, when such 
a one offers. The loss which art and civ- 
ilization might have sustained if the paint- 
ings had not been remdved and left to the 
mercy of the vandals of the Commune 
would have been irreparable, and would 
have fallen as heavily on the rest of the 
world as on France, for the creations of 
genius belong to all mankind.

Aabernacle, with arched root or dome; the 
theater, City Hall, Brigham Young’s residence 
and those of the minor pophets. The Ta- 
bernacle occupies one entire square, and is 
encircled by a wall of stone masonry fifteen 
feet high. This same hich wall extends an 
entire street, and imeloses the residences of 
Young and his counselors. Of what earthly 
use this hich wall is, I can noi even cone 
ture. If for protection from Gentile hosts, it 
would prove a weak obstruction. Water fron 
tue mountains flows through the city upon both 
sides of every street, and serves a rood pur- 
pose both for irigating and domestic utility, 
Ihe view on an elevation overlookiog the city 
is most pleasing. The streets are all lined 
upon each side with shade trees of good 
growth, planted by the Mormons in the early 
sevi'emcni of the place. The mountalurange 
in the buckground, the lake in the distance,and 
on the slope of the mouutiins back of che cliy 
ihe white tents of the military post now 
cuartercd here.

THE UNITED STATES COURT,

The education and pursuits of Watson com- 
bine, then, with his sacred calling, bis years 
and bis previous reputation, to render b's 
murderous decd extraordinary and inex lica- 
ble. In Webster's case he owed Parkman 
money that-he could not pay, aad they had 
been known to have angry words before. 
Parkman was an aggravating, enac'ous 
and exacting person, and Webster a highly 
nei vous, sensitive, and iiascible one. 
Watson’s charaeieiistics, to all appearance, 
are totally ditierent. Even his appea:ance 
and manner In court, as desci.bed by the local 
press, heighten the mystery. He isa “‘tall, 
massive man, with a grave and aust re coun- 
tenance.’’ There are none of those physi: 
ognomical signs, which at sixiy-seven should 
certainly red-ct the spirit within, that inuicate 
either a ierocious or a revengeful 
disposition. It may be suggested that 
pecuniary trouble had induced him 
to resolve to kill both his wife and himsel’, 
and that he did not choo e to make this 
s. aten ent. whether from piice or some ovher 
moive. But he cecms to have been tolerably 
well off—bis books and teaching brought him 
a fair income—and, in another letter, prepared 
so as to be found after his death, he says that 
‘after all claims are satisfied there will be a 
considerable sum left, b. ides what will ai’ se 
from the sale of books aud furniture.“ 
He also names his heir, who lives, 
it seems, close by New York, in 
Williamsburg. A furthhr = circumstance 
that recalls the Parkman murder is that on 
the motning following the night of his crime 
Watson went to a packing-case maker and or- 
dered a large chest to be made. He was most 
particular about the dimensions, and the box 
was evidently meant to receive the remains of 
his wife. W he then intended to do with 
them is no clear. In any case, he changed 
his mind, and resolved vn suicide, instead of 
concealment: 

The London journals teem with comments 
and suggestions concerning this extraordinary 
homicide, but no one of the number bas even 
the nx rit of plausibility. Of insanity there is 
so far not a title of proof. The burst of fury, 
with such a deed asits fiuit, that would be 
quite intelligible in the case of B I Sykes 
acems itively incredible in that o 
Reverend Mr. atson. A calm, deliber- 
ate gentleman in the ordinary dress of a 
clergyman, placidly drawing on his gloves and 
occasionally using his eye-glass to look around 
the court, is an anomaly in the murderer’s 
dock not easily to be accounted for.

A Word from Eastern Kentucky. 
(Correspondence of the Courier-Journal. | 
CARLISLE; Kr., Oct. 30, 1871. 

The town of Carlisle is on the Maysville and 
Paris railroad, thirty-three miles from Mays- 
ville, and sixteen from Paris. It contains a 
population of about one thousand inhabit- 
anis, a good county court-house, and is, 
withal, an enterprising place. The Carlisle 
Mercury is its local paper, ably conducted by 
Mr. John B. Scudder. Two trains of cars ar- 
rive daily from Maysvilte, and the road is being 


pushed toward Paris with great energy by the 
general supeiintendent, Ry. Glenn. The 
track is laid two miles toward Millersburg, 
and will reach that town in a week or tea 
days. This road through to Paris, and the 
COURIER-JOURNAL can be made the first 
morning paper readin Maysville. Again I 
urge the great importance to Louisville of 
putting through the L., B, and B, 8, railroad 
as soon as it can be precticably done. The 
Chesapeake and Ohio road is now in runmug 
order, from the thriving town of Hunting. on, 
West Va., to a point not far from Charleston, 
the capital of that State. The whole road, to 
the Ohio, will be qu ckly finished, and meet 
the Kentucky and Great Eastern, to be ran 
along the southern bank of the Ohio, from 
Cincinnati to Cailettsburg. Connect Louls- 
ville with Catlettsbu:g by an air-line, and 
what is the reason that all 8, foreign and 
domestic, can not be laid down in our city as 
cheaply as in Cincinnati? The connec.ion 
should be made at once, so as to give to Lou- 
isville ch the advantare her projected 
Southern connections. ‘he L., P. and B. 8. 
railroad Will form a part of th: great trunk 
route from all points west and south of Lou- 
isville to the Eastern cities. The hee.d-center 
of the Mississippi valley will be Louisvitle. 
The great metropolis o: tae Ohio valley will 
be Louisville. Inio Louisville immense capi- 
tal will be thrown and the splendid water- 
power of the falls of the Ohio will cause the 
city to be built upon the safest possible basis. 
Its prosperity will rest upon the industrial 
genius of its people. There 1s a general im- 
28 in this t of the State, and it is 

ardly worth while to try to conceal it, that 
Louisville talks a great deal but never acts. 
This impression would be quickly removed if, 
without fuither note of preparation, the, jron 
should begin to be laid along the line from 
Louisville to the mouth of the Lig Sandy. 
The roud is necessary to bring this and the 
eastern part of this Staie in thorough sympa- 
thy wiih its metropolis. st it always be re- 
membered that as good coal as can be 
found in the world lies among the 
hills of eastern Kentucky. The coal on 
the Kentucky side of the river is 
used in smelting the iron by iis side. At 
Ashland foriy tons of iron are smelted per 
day with the coal brought i.om the hills back 
of the town, Achiand is on tie Ohio, six 
miles from ihe mouth of the BI Saudy. 

In coming down the road from Maysville to 
Carlisle, I was somewhat surprised to find the 
countiy filled with some of the best farms in 
the State. My impression had been that there 
were too many hills to allow this section to 
become thickly settled. It is a mistake. 
Nicholas county is one of the richest in its 
azriculiural re.ourecs, scarcely inferior to 
Bourbon, which, your readers know, is the 
paradise of the State. Nothing could well 
exceed the beauty of its undulating surface, 
and no soll in the world’nced be more pro- 
duciive. Its stock is probably the best in 
Ame..ca. All these fs become sii ong rea- 
sons Why I ouisvi'le should reach out au iron 
arm towards this pute of the State.

before the population around the falls will 
number five hundred thousand. It now only 
wants the rich to connect the three cities 
and make one of the greatest inland towns on 
this continent. I am sure that I do not ex-

The name of the road is to be changed to Lou- 
isville, Cumberland and Chattanooga railroad; 

The company is to raise three million dollars 
in subseription, — of the subscription of 
the city of Louisville 

The road from 2 to Chattanooga is to 
be the main trunk line; 

The principal workshops and the main office of 
the company are to be located here; 

Five directors of the company are to be citi- 
zens of Louisville, and to have the qualifications 
reqired of members of the City Council; 

Five hundred and fifty thousand dollars of the 
city’s subscription are to be spent on that part 
of the road between Louisville and Taylorsville; 
four hundred and fifty thousand between Tay- 
lorsville and Sparta, and the remaining two han- 
dred tbousand between Sparta and Chatta- 
nooga. 

It is said that thie proposition is likely to be 
favorably received by the Council. 

That the Cumberland and Ohio railroad is a 
live enterprise there is no doubt. We learn that 
there have been subscribed to the road already 
about two mille of dollars of the three mil- 
lions required to be secured before the proposed 
city subscriptions are to be available; that 
bonds for pearly that amount have been ordered 
to be lasued by the counties subscribing, and 
that a portion of the road has been put under con- 
tract. The county subscriptions referred to are 
as follows: Shelby, $400,000; Spencer, $250 000; 

Marion, $300,000; Washington, $400,000; Taylor, 
$250,000; Green, $250,000, and the town of Emi- 
nence, $25,000. Besides these, there are private 
subscriptions which will make the aggregate up 
to about two millions,
